Mrs. John M. Olin, 67, Dies 
After Illness of Over A Year; 
Was Active In Social Work 


Wife of Prominent Madi- 


son Attorney is 


Summoned 


Mrs. John M. Olin, wife of one of 


Madison's most prominent' attor- 
neys died this morning at <3 o'clock 
at the Olin residence, 130 Prospect 
ave., after an illness of a year and 
a half. 
Mrs. Olin was born in Bap'boo, 


Wis., June 17, 1864.' She attended 
the University of Wisconsin 
and 


graduated with the class of 1876. 
She was married on July 14, 18SO 
to John M. Olin and together they 
came to Madison and Mr. Olin in- 
structed at the university in rhet- 
oric and oratory from 1874 to 1878. 
Both have been active in1 civic and 
social affairs in Madison, for 
the 


past 42 years. 


Mrs. Olin is the author of 
the 


book, The Women of the State Uni- 
versity, published in 1909. It was 
just previous t0 this time during 
the legislative session of 1909 that 
Mrs. Olin was instrumental in gain- 
ing the adoption of two laws effect- 
ing the 
university directly. The 


first was an .amendment compelling 
the appointment of two women as 
members of the board of regents; 
tho second, the adoption of a reso- 
lution proposed by Mrs. Olin to the 
board of regents compelling all 
schools and colleges of the univer- 
sity to be open to both sexes. 


Mrs. Olin as a charter member 


of Kappa Kappa Gamma sorority, 
founded in 1875, wig'influential in 
obtaining for the local chapter their 
present chapter house at 425 Park 
st.

During the later .years, of her life 


Mrs. Olin continued her activities 
and when the World War broke out 


Mrs. John M. Olin 


in 1914 she began -welfare work at 
her own home, independent of any 
organization. At this time she col- 
lected 
and had sent to her home 


clothing for war orphans and su- 
pervised all preparations necessary 
before sending the thons'.nds of ar- 
ticles directly overseas'yearly. This 
work she continued up to the sign- 
ing of the Armistice. , 


Besides her husband she is sur- 


vived by one brother, .Arthuf Rem- 
ington of Tacoma, Wash., and two 
sisters, Mrs. Stephen Thayer, Ever- 
ett, Wash., 'and Miss Maude Rem- 
ington of Olympia, Wash.

The following is the confession made this noon by Hart- 


well FarweH of the mnrder of Phil Hosten. The confession 
was made in the presence of District Attorney Lewis and 
Sheriff McConniok. 


I killed Phil Hosten Jan/10, 1922 about 7 or 8 o'clock 


that night in the town of Vienna, Dane county, Wisconsin. 
I killed him by my house by shooting him with a revolver. 
I carried him to Bailey's Woods, across the road and left hint 
there until about 10'o'clock that night., I then moved him 
under the east end of my barn. On Wednesday, Jan. 11, 
about 8 or 9 o'clock p. m., I moved him to the tobacco shed 
(the old one) and covered him with tobacco, Oa Jan. 12, I 
took him to Columbia county and left him in a hay stack and 
set fire to the stack of J»ay. _ I had him in the back of my 
automoibiJe. I took from him a pocket book and a watch and 
chain. I think the watch is in my room. On Jan. 12, 1922, 
the night I took Phil Boston's body away, I first started to 
Madison and got into Madison and went ont the Westport 
road to the place where the hay stack was and where I left 
him. 
I left him there between 10 and 11 o'clock.

How many bright-eyed young reformers do we see, starting out all Rot with eagerness, presently cool- 


ing off a little, by and by playing the game for good ends, later on playing the game, anyway. It is said that 
Henry Cabot Lodge was once a reformer. If he was the world waited for him as ii waits for all reformers — 
with a stick and a lump of sugar. These are the two accepted instruments for subduing young reformers. 
Those who can be affected by offers of alliance are managed; those who refused to make terms are tricked, 
betrayed, and led outside to cool and be forgotten. The old guard prefers to tame the animal, because that 
requires less effort and makes no noise, but underhanded, grim warfare is waged when the quarry in view is 
obstinate. Occasionally a reformer, because of a unique strategic position behind an accumulation of 
wealth, is practically immune from attack, and may damage the established rings and gangs of the world in- 
definitely, but such instances are extremely rare. 


On the average one able reformer probably is sacrificed for each piece of advanced legislation. When 


a big, courageous man appears with a new and disquieting proposal those who represent the forces of iner- 
tia in our government will try him tentatively with overtures of peace. If he loves his one measure top well, 
or if he is unlearned in the moves, he is very likely to accept whatever assistance he can get in the difficult 
business of putting through a bill. It is made easy for him to placate certain interests. And having once 
bent the knee, even in a just cause, he can no longer strike wholeheartedly against the machine. 
He has 


used the machine; the machine has used him. A tangle of reciprocal friendships envelops him, engulfs him. 
Henceforward he will play the game, but his one measure is a lasting good. 


Sometimes when an iconoclast comes upon the scene he has watched the falling stars of his predecessors 


with a determination to avoid contaminating influences. No party alliances lure him; the siren song of the 
boss has no charms for him. • With the people behind him he fights a hard fight for a single issue, and, if he be 
a strong .and worthy leader, wins. We expect his career to be long and useful, but frequently it isn't. He is 
one man who must be put out of business. The enemy's cannon are turned on him; he is discredited, and 
without extraordinarily good luck he goes under at the next election. The. purer his motives the greater his 
danger.

But the usual fate of the reformer, is after all, the other — a metamorphosis into, the politician. The way is easy; it is a 


primrose path. When he sets out to represent the 'common people of his county the. youthful enthusiast means all he says. 
But when he reaches his destination he enters upon the life of a leisure-class legislator,, and the demands and necessities of 
labor are no longer personal to him. He is class conscious, but not in the Marxian- sense. It is hard to attack your own 
privileges. 


And, alas, when there arises a man too big to be silenced, too keen to be betrayed, his ambition is his own destruction. 


Theodore Roosevelt is the best extant example of this fate. Ii- his youth he was a "daring radical ; later he became a self- 
centered opportunist, who used reform as political ammunition. The game got 'him. 


A few, like Bunyan's pilgrim, survive these threats and perils, .aid it is these rare hearts of gold that keep alive the 


faith in democratic government.

]To the Editor[—Several- syndicated news- 


paper articles have recently appeared in the 
press which emanate indirectly fvomjthe Ford 
publicity .bureau. These cover matters of cur- 
rent interest, such as the Muscle Shoals pro- 
ject, the Newberry contest, etc. The stories 
are-usually in tho form of alleged interviews 
with Mr. Ford.. In each of them several para- 
graphs are devoted to what Mr. Ford describes 
as "tho Jewish menace." In these paragraphs 
he repeats the same charges and accusations 
which ho has been making against the Jewish 
people for the past eighteen months in the col- 
umns of his own paper, the 'Dearborn Inde- 
pendent. These charges and accusations have 
been repeatedly disproved and Mr. Ford has 
iynored every challenge that has been made to 
him to present to an unprejudiced tribunal the 
•basis for his allegations. 


Unable to reach a wide enough audience 


through his own paper which has become gen- 
erally discredited, he hopes by adopting: the 
above method, to sccuro a wide circulation of 
these charges in papers of high standing such 
as your own. He believes that in .this manner 
he can carry ori his anti-Semitic propaganda 
through channels which would otherwise be in- 
accessible to him for such a purpose.

In releasing a numtrer of political prisoners, 


Mr. Harding has don« a good thing. We must 
not begrudge praise where praise is due. But 
on the other hand wo must not-forget that 
any credit due Mr. Harding is sharply limited 
in throe respects. 


1. The release was too long deferred. 
It 


should have come at once after the new ad- 
ministration assumed office. All the other gov- 
ernments, enemies and allies, did this thing 
long ago.' Wo ourselv.es long since released 
all the renl spies. There was no excuse for the 
long delay on these cases. Release now i» not 
conspicuous generosity. 


2. The release of these political prisoners 


is not a pardon, 
only commutation of time, 


and they are not restored to civil rights. This 
is surely a grudging sort of generosity. 


3. This release did not cover the cases of 


all the political prisoners. Others are left in 
prison; and their cases are,all the harder now, 
because they' will be more easily forgotten by- 
public opinion. This is not a time to enthuse 
in gratitude for executive clemency, bnt to 
agitato all the moro persistently till the job 
is decently complete. 


These three things might reasonably have 


been expected even of the Harding adminis- 
tration—an early and complete pardon of all 
political prisoners. It might have been ex- 
pected oven of those who still believe firmly 
in tho righteousness of anti-sedition lejrisla- 
lation during war time. There is «.further 
step which could not fairly be expected of the 
present administration, but which sooner or 
later the American people roust come to if 
we are to save our national soul. Some time 
we shall openly and definitely repent of the 
whole intolerant business, and :hall deliberate- 
ly repudiate the principle that there can bo

After 
tho first move there was no going 
back, and I have acted my part 
well; I have even been a good fire- 
man. I 
am strong, healthy and 


happy when on the road with you. 
I love the life, hard as it is, and 
can't think of giving it up, 'and— 
you, Jim, Jim.' 


'And then she broke down, and 


cried as only a woman can. 


"I teok both her hands in mine 


and kissed • her—think ' of kissing 
your fireman on the engine—and 
told her that we could be happy 
yet. 
Then I told her how I had 


tried to get a letter to the lost 
sister, and 'how they never came 
back, and were never answered— 
thai I loved the sister and loved 
her.
